The  latter  are  frequently  sown  in  double  rows,  with  the 
brush  or  support  of  some  kind  between  them.  Wrinkled  Peas  are  not  so  hardy  as  the 
smooth  sorts,  and  should  not  be  sown  so  early,  but  are  superior  to  them  in  quality,  more 
delicate  in  flavor,  and  remain  longer  in  season.

A place  at  least  1 foot  wide  and  not  less  than  a 
foot  deep  should  be  thoroughly  spaded,  and  a liberal  amount  of  manure  or  lx  ne  meal  added.  Very  early  in  spring,  preferably  in  March  or 
April,  after  digging  a trench  5 to  6 inches  deep,  sow  the  seed  1 inch  deep  and  sow  thinly.  When  3 to  4 inches  high,  thin  out  the  plants  to 
8 inches  apart  and  gradually  fill  in  the  trench  with  soil.  A trellis  or  brush  should  be  provided  for  their  support.  Pick  flowers  frequently, 
otherwise  the  plants  will  soon  stop  flowering.
